Aiihantee king in well dispose 1 lo the 
rnuger—especially the European stranger 


—whom hfi lenrns to l.e approaching the' 
confines of his dominions, he confers upon 
liim the distinction of a public and cere- 
uouious welcome. 
On ono occasion 
an 


English visitor was thus honored in a uota- 
Me manner. Ho wan conduated by two 
Ashniitcc nobles to an open space, a com- 
mon in the centre of Coomassio. There, 
upon an artificial mound fantastically shap- 
ed, sat King Kofiee Kalkalli, surrounded by 
[lie principal personages of bis court. Over 
is sable majesty was a very wida nmbrel- 
a ,fifteen feet in circumference, made of 
varicolored clothe, of which tlio most con- 
spicuous was very fine silk velvet. 
Each 


noble was provided with a similar umbrella, 
with fi gold handle. From some of the 
imbrellas hung pieces of cloth to which 
small mirrors, turned toward the faces of 
the nobles, were attached. 
On the tops of 


ho 
umbrellas were roughly carved and 


[ilded figures of animals r.nd other objects, 
designed as tho armorial fearmgs of the 
chicfa. 
Two jet-black slaves fanned each 


ioble as he sat. The visitor advanced into 
the aristocratic semicircle, put 
out his 


right hand, and. when he came 
opposite 


the king, took off his bat and made a low 
obeisance. 
Then he passed round to the 


extremity of the assemblage, and took his 
place upon a seat which had been sent for 
him. 
KiugKoUe thereon ordered the guest 


to be served with palm wine; then the chiefs 
rose, passed the guest in turn and saluted 
him, 
while one, stepping directly in front 


of him, pulled a gold handled sword from 


id belt and began to execute a war-dance. 
Last of all the king passed, bowing and 


smiling, and then the stranger rose and 
followed the procession.. This was really 
on imposing pnge-iuit. 
Nobles bore upon 


their shoulders the gold and silver mounted 
thrones of the former kings; slaves carried 
richly 
inlaid boxes, vases of hilver, and 


banners. 
The king and each of his nobles 


were surrounded by a body guard armed 
with muskets, aud 'spears, while a band, 
with gongs, cymbals: and drums, awoke tho 
echoes with a rude clashing, martial music. 
In this way the visitor was escorted through 
the principal streets of the city, until tho 
roynl palace was reached. 
Here KoiTo bid 


him good bye, the procession broke up, and 
ho was permitted to go wheresoever he list- 
ed.—[From "Ashautee and the Ashautees,'' 
by George II.

WHY NEWSPAPER ARTICLES ABE NOT 


SIGNED. 


The impersonality of a paperlike tho Lou- 


don Times undoubtedly gives effect to its 
leaders to say nothing of that majestic tone 
which is the key note of tho establishment. 
Thus, if, after reading one of those leaders 
on state questions in whioh the writer takes 
bis survey from an elevation equal to that of 
tlio premier of the nation, the discovery was 
nmdo that the author was John Smith, a Bo- 
heiiiiau of uncertain resources and character, 
the article would lose much of its prestige. 
In ono case it is tho individual opinion of 
John Smith, au English Giboyer ; iu tho 
other it is the majestic and prudent judg- 
ment of a tribunal. 
John Smith, in silence 


and obscurity, passes his life in furnishing 
opinions worthy of Gladstone, the institu- 
tion which he helps to maintain absorbing 
his personality, and sometimes drawing up- 
on his vitality unto death : for this journal- 
istic Juggernaut does sometimes crush those 
who devote their lives to its construction. 
This makes John Smith's profession the most 
ungrateful of all. 


This is remedied in the French system of 


signing everything that goes into tho journal 
and thus each man is judged by the public 
according to his work. 
In this way, some- 


times an honorable reputation in literature 
is made with a dozen brilliant articles. 
In 


tho London Times establishment, vrith the 
secrecy with which authorship is surrounded, 
the same articles might be written during 11 
score of years without knowledge of the au- 
thor on the part, of the public. 


In the French press thcr-i i.s responsibility 


in addition to publicity, each writer being 
held accountable before the lu\va:id the put- 
He for everything he writes. This, with tho 
reprehensible practice of duelling which ex- 
ists in Franco, is Uie reverse of the medal, 
for there is Imriljy an editor in Paris who 
has not been shot at, or who has not crossed 
swords on account of bis journalistic work. 
The result is tlmt the journalist usually car- 
ries his sword behind his pen. 
Theso com- 


bats generally arise from trivial causes, and 
occasionally tho life of some man of raro tal- 
ent is sacrificed through the tniculsncy of 
some unknown man whom the world might 
spare without loss.—["French Press" in Gal- 
axy for January,

bourses of Europe. Persons investing iu 
our bonds DOW prefer those that mature the 
earliest, and there is little disposition to 
invest in any new American securities.

Eng- 


land can borrow money at three per cent, 
and sho doesn't intend to pay the principal; 
but every one is certain that tho interest will 
never fail. At present our government is pay- 
ing its interest properly, but the unhealthy 
condition of our currency occasions in En- 
rope a feeling of uncertainty aboulthe future 
that in some decree injures our credit. 


It is mortifying to learn from this samo 


letter that fifty eight separate American se- 
curities which sought ft market at Berlin 
have failed to pay thoir interest as it becamo 
due. These unfortunate occurrences have, 
of course, had a depressing effect ou all 
American bonds. Considering tho amount 
"wild cat" bonds that have been issued by 
Little Emma mines nnd El Paso railroads to 
parties in London, Parin, Berlin and Vienna, 
it is strange that Americans have any credit 
left. Can not, ought not, the government 
to do something to check tho operations of 
these swindling enterprises? 


That our Congressmen would listen to 


these "Jew bankers" is ft consummation de 
voutly to be wished. Instead, they aro in 
fluting the currency, postponing still f nrthei 
the resumption of specie payments, disturb 
ing business nt home and injuring our crodi 
abroad. The abstract theorists and tho timi 
servers, so many of whom sit in the capital 
ought to learn that it is of vital importanci 
to the country that before another bond i 
redeemed decisive steps be taken toward 
the resumption of specie payments.

The tloath of the most indefatigable of 


African explorers ia once more reported, and 
this tiuio the account comes with such details 
that we cau scarcely entertain a doubt of itb 
truth. Dr. Livingstone seems to have suc- 
cumbed to disease lhat was probably induced 
by Ihe hardships ho was compelled to endure 
in a climate exceptionally sever* even foi 
one who had eiperleiicod its heat aud mala 
rio for several yours. 
In his death geo- 


graphical science loses one cf its greatest, 
most intrepid nnd most porGOTeriug devotees. 
Dr. Livingstone's Inat visit to Africa was en- 
tered upon iii April IStiS, and ended only 
with liin death. But this absence from homo 
of more than eight years was tho third of 
its kind. Since tlio yenr 1810 bo had been 
at homo but twice, once a little more, and 
again a little less than a year, so that more 
than thirty years of his life were actually 
spent in Africa. 
Moat of the graat explor- 


ers bare contented themselves with trips 
lasting, at the longest, not more than two 01 
throe yoars, and their journeys have beer 
designed to solve some single doubtful prol: 
lorn of geography. 
Dr. Livingstone set be- 


fore him, as a task, tho solution of all the 
disputed questions concerning the topo- 
graphy of a vest, interesting, well-nigh 
unexplored region. 
Ho boldly cut loose 


from everything that bound him to men ol 
his own rac«, aud plunged into a district in 
habited only by savagea. Once discovered 
and given an opportunity to return to his 
native land, he resolutely refused until his 
task should bo finished. And he died trnlj 
a martyr to science. 


Whether the ond.justified th« means wil! 


bo seriously questioned by many persons. 
It doos not jit appear that the results of Dr. 
Livingstone's laborious investigations are 
preserved. Even if his note-books have been 
saved, they will bo of infinitely less value 
without,the explorer's own hand lo fill on I 
tho disjointed sketches. But nothing thai 
whods light on tho structure of tho globe, 
nothing that gives us information as to tho 
people who inhabit it, can bo useless ; nnd 
cron though all tho results of Dr. Living- 
stone's arduous labor and countless privations 
had been lost,tho world would bo tho gainei 
for the example- of ono canif3st,dovotcd man, 
who gave his life to scicn.co. There are other 
departments pf knowledge that need tho scr- 
yi(:CS of just such self-sacrificing men, and 
bis constancy in tho pursuit of information 
for its own sake, will find many imitators. 
Even his own choson field of inquiry will 
not be loft without explorers, and thus hi: 
influence will be felt long after tha sa^nes! 
of his cud, far from homo (i^a friends, has 
ceased to be thp, jir&iuine'nfc thought iu tho 
n^inds of those who remember his career. 


Hut we ought to remember that sciencs 


could not efface from Dr. Livingstone's 
mind his human sympathies nor rental his 
philanthropy. Nor was scifltiyS tbo'sole end 
of his existence. T^a first miUen years of 
his lifoiuAfr^ wera "passed iu the work 
y>£ a "missionary, and during his last journey 
\n Africa ho found his indigim^ipfl 


inat concerned the welfare of tho human 
raeiji, and nove'r Buffered an opportunity to 
pass when he might do good by his own act 
or by attracting others to tho work. Yet 
after nil, his firm pcrsovercnco in a chosen 
task wns what will cause his name longest 
to bo remembered both by those who regard 
his life thrown away in n fruitless chaso after 
unimportant knowledge, and by thpno who 
take tho truer view that what ho fl.ov.jfM was 
worth knowing, and tha^ ^j iiorisljc^ hi a 
noble effort ^ ^ooauso of'science,

UiftrrjriiiK the heCOiid wif« OU mlsrupreMtmUt- 
tiotia, but he proved conclusively that he had 
supposed his genuine wife to be dead for 
fire years, and that cleared him according to 
the code. Then it was proposed to proHe- 
cute him for bigamy, as he continued to live 
with both woineu, but this could only be 
done according to the code on the complaint 
of one of the aggrieved parties, and neither 
wife would move in the matter.

one was afraid Oades would not liv« with her 
If she brought suit, and she preferred half a 
husband to none at all ; the last considered 
the original Mrs. Oades too old to be a for- 
midable rival, and found liar rather conven- 
ient in helping about tho house.
